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SHELLEY SUCCEEDS MILTON 



TORONTO’S ENTICING STAKE PROGRAM OF TODAY 



JACK ATKIN IS UNLUCKY 



STARTING TROUBLES AT CHURCHILL DOWNS 
RESULT IN A RESIGNATION. 

Associate Judge Takes Up Task of Dispatching 
Fields and Makes a Promising Beginning — 
Another Raise in Purses. 



Louisville. Ky.. May 25. — Interest in today's rac- 
ing ;:i ('Jmrrliill Downs mainly centered in the work 
of William Shelley, who succt*ed<*d James Milton as 
starter at short notice, due to the latter’s resigna- 
I ion. 

Feeling that he was unable to do himself or the 
loildie justice on account of the walk-up system. 
James Milton forwarded the following letter last 
night to the executive corn ini t tee of the New Louis- 
ville Jockey dull, tendering his resignation: 

‘•Louisville. Ky.. May 24. 1910. 

"To M. J. Winn. Manager Churchill Downs. Louis- 
till** — Dear Sir: 1 herewith tender my resignation as 

starlet for the New Ixutisville Jockey Cluli. I am 
satislieil that this course is due uot only to the cluli 
hut to tlie public and to myself. I have tried hard. 
Imt fortune and the limitations put upon me liy the 
mies of the racing commission have licen against me. 

1 Lcliev a starter should lie permitted lo employ 
the methods which may achieve the liesl results, 
whether it Is- with a walk-up start, a standing start, 
with or without whips, or whatever else may serve to 
acquire a good start. 

"Early in tin* meeting, you will remember, I in- 
formed you that I iniilil not effect good starts with 
the walk-up system, and I tendered my resignation. 
Imt to oblige you I consented to continue. 1 have 
done so. but. unfortunately, i have bad no success, 
and I feel that 1 should no longer embarrass the 
club. All I can say is that I have done the liest 1 
eon Id. and 1 have not wittingly given anyone eilher 
the lies! or the worst of it. 

"I thank you for your kind consideration and hope 
rny successor will have better luck thau 1. Very 
truly yours. 

“James Milton.” 

Later a meeting of the executive committee of the 
Jockey Club was held and the resignation of Mr. 
Milton was accepted. W. II. Shelley, one of the as- 
sociate judges, who has had previous ex|s*rience in 
that capacity, assumed the duties of starter today 

Mr. Shelley's work at the barrier, considering the 
circumstances, was excellent and promises success. 
Mr. Shelley disregarded tin* state commission's rule 
regarding the use of whips by his assistants. 1 1 is 
helpers plied the whip when it was necessary to 
control a fractious actor or keep him in line. Mr. 
Shelley wasted but little time at the barrier in the 
ilifferent races. Ilis start in the third race, wlien he 
sen! the quartet of starters off on even terms was 
lilterally applauded. 

The scratching of Colloquy. King's Daughter and 
Imprudent necessitated the declaring off of the 
handicap, originally intended as the feature, as the 
rules require four starters where the added money 
of the purse is $COO. A race at three-quarters of 
a mile, for platers, was substituted for the han- 
dicap. 

Improv<*d weather brought out the full quota 
of race-goers. The most importa nt race on tin* card 
was the third, in which only four starters contested. 
Ilanbrldgc was considered vastly superior to those 
engaged with him. and was installed a big favorite 
by the speculators. He made good in decisive fash- 
ion by assuming the lead when called on and won 
with much in reserve from Bonnie Bard. Tom Hay- 
ward landed a distant third and does not appear to 
is* in his best form. 

Announcement was made today bv General Man- 
ager XL J. Winn that Is-ginning Monday no purse 
will have a less value than $500 in added money. 
The announcement came as a surprise to the horse- 
men and the association's action was commended. 
It is the aim of those having charge of the racing 
here to make Churchill Downs rank with the most 
pretentious courses in the country, and they will 
from time to time add liberally to the stakes and 
purses. It is the aim to attract the best horses to 
these parts, aud with this in view plans are lieitig 
formula led for several handicaps, to he run next 
season, on the lines of the Brooklyn. Sulmrhan and 
Brighton. 

Starter Shelley strengthened his corps of assist- 
ants by the employment of Tom Brown, who as- 
sisted Mars Cassidy at Juarez last winter. 

In accord a nee with a recent announcement, the 
total number of tickets sold on each of the starters 
was displayed after each race on a huge blackboard, 
enabling anyone who desired to ilo so to compare 
the calculator's figures. The number of tickets 
sold at $lu. and $2 straight, place and show 

were recorded on all the starters. 

J. B. Uespess purchased today the two-year-old. 
Forehead, from John Morris for the reported price 
of $1,500. He will run in the interest of his new 
owner in tomorrow's stake race. 

I*at O'Donnell, a book maker’s clerk, formerly .in 
the employ of Barney Schreiber. is reported danger- 
ously ill wiili pneumonia at a local hospital. 

William Shelley. who succeeded .lames Milton ns 
starter, was reluctant lo accept tlie position and did 
so only after repeated urging on the part of the 
directors. 

After her defeat ill the opening race. Star Venus, 
which finished third, was claimed for $850 by K. 
Spence, owner of Yankee Pooh. 

One of the $.1 straight pari-mutuel machines has 
Im-cii changed to a $2 device, thus reducing the $5 
machines in o|s*ratioii to three and increasing the $2 
devices to two. 

K. It. Bradley will go to Idle Hour Farm Satur- 
day to rest a few days before tlie Latonia meeting. 
The Bradley string will be shipped to the Kenton

— Barney Sohreil>er’s great 
sprinter. Jack Atkin, has come to Ik* one of the most 
unfortunate horses on the turf. He lias been beaten 
in several of his starts of late as a result of poor 
luck at the harrier. Today he again met defeat in 
a race which he would unquestionably have won 
with an equal break. Jack Atkin was meeting a 
hand of good sprinters in the ITince of Wales Han- 
dicap. tin* feature race of the program offered at 
Woodbine this afternoon. He was ridden by W. 
U. Walker, carried 139 pounds, and was a heavily- 
harked favorite. Tlie start found Jack Atkin stand- 
ing Uat-fiHited, and be was virtually left at the 
post. John Grittin II.. off In a forward position, 
das Inal to the front and opened up an easy lead, 
showing extreme sliced in going the first quarter in 
23 and the half in 461. This was a terrific clip, 
considering the condition of the track. In the mean- 
time Jack Atkin was lumlicring along in the rear, 
and not until rounding the far turn did he begin 
to improve his position. Entering the homestretch 
jockey Walker took him to the outside anil he 
closed with a great hurst of speed, gaining on tlie 
leader with every stride. Considering the disad- 
vantage that lie suffered at the start Jack Atkin's 
effort was really a wonderful one.

Keene’s Rallot 
made his first aiqiearaiiee sim*e his return from Eng 
land in Hie mile and a sixteenth handicap at Bel- 
mont Park today, and tlie manner in which he per- 
formed makes it a pity that he was early declared 
from the ltriKiklyn. The handsome big chestnut was 
never let down at any time to win with ridiculous 
ease under 127 pounds. The opposition was not for- 
midable. Imt Ballot's performance was truly im- 
pressive on account of the manner in which he 
romped along with an ability to go to the front at 
any stage of tlie running. Not ter rode him and it 
is probable that Butwell. who is under contract to 
Hie Keene stable, will not tie seen in the saddle on 
tin* Keene horses for some time at least. Trainer 
Rowe was incensed over the ride Butwell gave Gras- 
mere in Hie Withers, and at that time said lie would 
never ride another horse for XIr. Keene. Today’s 
substitution of Notter indicates that at present But- 
well is on the ground so far as the Keene stable is 
concerned. 

The Pocantico was the stake of the diiv, hut was 
overshadowed by the re -appearance of Ballot. In 
tliis stake the only starters were Candleherry and 
King Olympian. The Wilson three-year-old 'was al- 
ways the favorite, and his defeat makes it certain 
that he will not do among the top- -notebers of his 
age. XIr. Wilson bad some consolation in tlie vic- 
tory of Nausliou. iiis two-year-old half-brother to 
the good mare. Gunfire. He made a show of Plu- 
vious and August Belmont's Xlinta in the four- 
auil-a- half- furlongs dash.

ENGLISH RACING POSTPONED FOR A TIME. 



Is union. May 14. — The universally deplored death 
of King Edward led to the immediate abandonment 
‘ racing throughout Great Britain and Ireland. 
For a time it was thought there were solid reasons 
hy it would be expedient to make an exception in 
lie case of the Manchester meeting, but its man- 
agers finally decided to meet the heavy loss in- 
fixed and declared the meeting off. So there will 
:i total effacing of the s|«irt until after the burial 
the king, its resumption being set for Monday. 
May 23. at Liugfield Park. The following week will 
bring about the running of the Epsom Derby, tic- 
ks and the other big events of the Epsom Summer 
Meeting, and a fortnight later on will bring on 
Royal Ascot,” with its great stakes, hut lacking 
.s usual gayety and fashionable display, because 
f the necessary soinlier colors of mourning that will 
be substituted 'for the customary show of all that 
wealth and lavisli outlay can produce in the way of 
rich feminine costuming. 

The announcement of the names of horses left in 
tin' Grand Prix de Paris after the declaration of 
forfeit is always particularly instructive, inasmuch 
as it mav be taken as an expression of opinion on 
he part of owners as to the esteem in which they 
hold their representatives. Horses trained In Eng- 
land still eligible to run for the great French race 
include Tressadv. Charles O’Malley, Ixunberg. King 
Midas, Admiral Hawke, Montreal. Nankeen, Bron- 
zino. Ulster King. Witchwork, Whisk Broom. New 
Castle and a few others not so well known, and 
amongst this lot something should be found capable 
of once more winning the event for the old conn 
ry. 

Naturally, the turf newspapers have devoted much 
pace to King Edward’s long career as an ardent 
urfiuan, and many interesting features have been 
developed. He was immensely popular with and 
icloveil bv racing people of all ranks, and it is 
doubtful if auv other class felt his loss more poign 
intlv. As to the effect of his death upon the 
port itself, it can lie said that the Earl of Lonsdale 
airly expressed the opinion of the leading turfmen 
when he said: . . , . 

“I do not think that the death of His Majesty 
King Edward will affect the turf in any way beyond 
the feelings of the greatest possible grief at the 
loss of so staunch a supporter and so magnificent a 
siHirtsinan. whose colors were always welcome, not 
inly as king of England, hut as one of the truest 
and best sjwrtsmen in existence, and whose natural 
high-minded and straightforward views on all sub- 
jects apiiertaining to the turf were obviously a mag- 
nificent example to all those connected with it. And 
deeply as we regret the terrible loss of so able 
man, so true a sportsman, and so great a king, 
yet. as I have said, except for the terrible sorrow 
iit his untimely death, which will lie caused in the 
hearts of all Englishmen, the British turf will not 
I think, be affected, and we hope that his high 
minded and sporting example will tie followed by his 
sou. King George V.. than whom there is no higher, 
or more justly, minded sportsman.”

As befalls all good turfmen King Edward had 
his ups and downs on the turf, but, viewing lus 
career as a whole, it can lie seen that he had more 
than average good fortune, having won the Two 
Thousand twice, the Derby three times and the St 
larger twice. Persimmon, with a total of $1(4,265 
was his greatest money winner. 

Although ri-iiorts to the contrary circulated 
various times, lie was a light bettor. He raced for 
ilie love of racing. He loved horses and coulu 
shrewdly measure the value of their performances, 
His views on gambling have been extensively 
quoted. lie neither encouraged nor countenanced its 
practice. He had a dry and caustic humor which 
he especially applied to the plunger. There was a 
young patrician i-issessed of enormous wealth who 
once informed him— he was Prince of Wales at the 
time— that he had $59,000 on a horse that was 
ai-iut to run. 

"And what is the value of your horse?” asked 
the priuoe. . , , , , 

•‘About five hundred pounds, your royal highness. 

The prince nodded. 

"A poor purse for such a treasure, he said 
•'You are taking the same risk as the man who 
srmls a fortune hy post and forgets to lick the 
flap of the envelope.” . . , .. 

••But my horse is a certainty, sir,” protested the 
vouug uian. ..... 

The prince smiled and pointed to the line of ges 
t hula ting liook makers. . 

Those gentlemen have grown rich on “certain 
ties ’ ” lie said. So much the crestfallen plunger 
admitted later, when his "certainty” finished a bad 
third. .... . 

In connection with the death of the king a singu 
lar coincidence has been noted. On Friday aftemoou 
his ina jest v ’ s horse. Witch of the Air, won the 
Kempton Spring Plate at a moment when its royal 
owner lay ou the brink of death in London. As 
events turned out, in effect his majesty had raced 
successfully on his dying day. So also w;is it with 
Queen Anne two centuries ago. On July 30. 1714 
when the queeu was seized with her last illness, 
one of her horses, named Star, won the York Plate. 
Express riders were dispatched with all speed 
her majesty's bedside with the tidings, hut 
queen lav unconscious, a state from which 
never recovered. The late king was more favorer 
by fortune. Witeli of the Air carried King Ed 
ward's colors for the last time past the post early 
in the day. and, as his majesty did not lose con 
scioiisness until many hours later, lie heard that the 
populur purple and gold had been carried to victory 
amid ringing cheers.

Monterey. Mex., May 25. — The syndicate of Mexi 
cans organized to construct and operate a race trac 
on the outskirts of Monterey at a cost of $500,000 
embraces in its membership some of the wealthii 
men in northern Mexico aud includes Joaquin Mai 
Victor Rivero, Fernando Aneira. Pablo Burchard 
Mariano Hernandez. Constantino de Farnava. Emilio

Bolden, Jose A. Treviuo and Francisco Cirilo. The 
state government lias granted a liberal concession 
for tlie proposed enterprise.

WELL WISHES FOR KING GEORGE. 



Coincident with the announcement that King 
George V. will extend to the sport of the turf the 
same patronage and interest bestowed hy his revered 
fattier, came the opening of tlie racing season iu 
Canada, marked by the first eoitest for the guineas 
of the third monarch that has contributed annually 
to the maintenance of the sport in this province. 
The history of the King’s Plate extends back to the 
year 1860, when the gift was first made by Queen 
Victoria, and without interruption has continued 
to this day. Queen Victoria herself regularly at- 
tended in state the Ascot, Goodwood and Windsor 
races and maintained at Sandringham a breeding 
establishment from which came some of the most 
famous and successful of English thoroughbreds. 
King Edward VII. carried that on and in addition 
set up a racing stable which met with no small 
share of success. To have three times won the 
Derby is an honor that few owners have accom- 
plished, but King Edward was one of the few, and 
but a year ago the world was celebrating his last 
success in that great race when Minoru won at 
Epsom. That King George’s colors will meet with 
equal favoring fortune is much to expect, but it will 
not be too much for his loyal subjects to hope for. 
There is no royal road to success ou the turf, where 
tlie democracy of equality sets all men and horses 
on the same footing — “let the best win” — but Ids 
majesty has a splendid start in the foundation laid 
by his father’s proven stock. His adherence in this 
particular to the traditions of the throne of Eng- 
land will no doubt Is* approved by eight out of ten 
of his subjects, for there is no part of that empire 
ou which the suu never sets that is not devoted to 
racing as a great popular sport.
